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France Would Like 
To Talk It Over 


The Comte de Brignac's Speech 


PEAKING before the Thoroughbred Club of 

America at its luncheon meeting of Friday, 
July 26, Comte Francois de Brignac, manager of 
the Thoroughbred interests of Marcel Boussac 
and secretary of the French breeders’ associ- 
ation, made his first public statement in America 
with regard to the relationship between the 
French and American stud books. He _ spoke 
guardedly, since he bore no officially sponsored 
message, but left in the minds of his hearers the 
definite impression that in France the recogni- 
tion of American Thoroughbreds is an open ques- 
tion, and under consideration. 

Specifically he reported that the stud book com- 
mission has set up a sub-committee “to study the 
possibility of unifying the divers stud books, in 
co-operation with the Jockey Clubs of America 
and England.” One of the two breeders nom- 
inated to this sub-committee is Mr. Boussac, who 
for several years has had the most powerful rac- 
ing stable in Europe. It is possibly significant 
that, according to the Count de Brignac’s esti- 
mate, about 80 per cent of the horses bred by Mr. 
Boussae are ineligible to the English stud book. 

In answer to a question from the floor at the 
conclusion of his prepared statement, the Count 
spoke for himself and said that he hoped for a 
general recognition of the American Stud Book. 
In answer to another question he stated that he 
would like to see horses of Fair Play, Domino, and 
Ben Brush blood imported into France, and that 
Tourbillon (not eligible to the G. S. B.) is the 
most powerful factor in French breeding. 

Interest in the subject was indicated. by the 
fact that the Count spoke to one of the largest 
groups ever to attend a luncheon meeting the the 
Thoroughbred Club. President Charles A. Ken- 
hey presided. The text of Count de Brignac’s 
short address: 
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Number 5 


It is indeed a great honor to be asked to 
speak to you today. When I received Major 
Beard’s invitation I hesitated, wondering 
whether I could possibly find the right words 
to express myself. So many Frenchmen could 
tell you better than I can the feeling of 
friendship and deep gratitude which exists in 
my country for your great nation, and if I 
have undertaken to speak to you today at the 
risk of puzzling you with my faulty pro- 
nunciation, it is because I too would like to 
express my admiration for a country of great 
soldiers and sportsmen. 

I think there are few fields in which the 
co-operation between our two countries has 
been so successful as in the racing field. In 
the last forty years the list of American win- 
ners in our major races has grown steadily. 
Names such as Belmont, Duryea, Vanderbilt 
before the first war, and Widener, LaMon- 
tagne, Macomber, Clark, to mention but a 
few of them, have become familiar to us. 

I am convinced that international competi- 
tion is the greatest and best test, indispensa- 
ble to all sports, and I believe that in the 
near future, thanks to the facilities of air 
transportation, our best horses will come and 
try their luck on American race tracks. On 
the other hand, although our stakes are very 
modest compared to yours, I would like to say 
how much we hope that you will come and 
take your place among us in France as be- 
fore. 

A great number of races have been opened 
lately in my country to horses from abroad, 
and I think that recent French victories in 
England will encourage more and more our 
various racing organizations to abandon their 
protectionist policy, which up to now was a 
necessity. 

Perhaps you will think that in referring to 
our recent success in England in the Gold 
Cup as a “French” victory I am using the 
wrong term, and you are right, for it is in 
reality a Franco-American victory. It is in 
fact the outcome of the importation to France 
of Mr. Duryea’s bloodstock which M. Marcel 
Boussac, after 30 years has now perfected. 

The victories of horses from that stock, 
such as Tourbillon, Djebel, Goya, Caracalla,

Coaraze, who are registered in the French 
Stud Book, but not eligible for the General 
Stud Book brings up the question of inscrip- 
tions in general. I am glad to be able to tell 
you that the Commission of the French Stud 
Book, under the presidency of the Minister of 
Agriculture, decided during its last meeting 
to create a sub-committee to study the possi- 
bility of unifying the divers Stud Books, in 
co-operation with the Jockey Clubs of Amer- 
ica and England. The two breeders who were 
nominated by the Commission are M. Georges 
Antoine May and M. Boussac. 

Even more than in actual racing, the ex- 
change of bloodstock for breeding purposes 
seems to me important, I might say indispen- 
sable, to our two countries. The victories of 
*Teddy, *Sir Gallahad III, *Bull Dog, *Sun 
Briar, *La Troienne, are a great encourage- 
ment to our breeders to export to America as 
much as possible, in spite of our heavily di- 
minished stock due to the fighting in Nor- 
mandy and the shortage of food during the 
German occupation. On the other hand, I am 
certain that your bloodstock would do won- 
ders in France as soon as it is possible to ex- 
port it. 

Some of my earliest memories are con- 
nected with Franco-American co-operation in 
racing. I well remember a large dinner party 
given by my grandfather to celebrate the vic- 
tory of Mr. William K. Vanderbilt’s *Nego- 
fol in the 1909 French Derby. *Negofol was 
bred by my grandfather and it was a great 
occasion for all of us. 

I was only nine at the time, but I shared in 
the celebrations by hiding in the pantry with 
my brother and finishing the glasses of cham- 
pagne which were brought in from the dining 
room. I am afraid that I had far more than

was good for a little boy, but today it is with 
the same enthusiasm that I acknowledge the 
great American victories in France of the 
past and the many which I hope to see in the 
future.

International Race Abandoned 


Plans for an international race in the United 
States involving Assault, the American Triple 
Crown winner; Airborne, the Epsom Derby win- 
ner; and Prince Chevalier, the French Derby win- 
ner have fallen through. Lord Carnarvon, Brit- 
ish Turfman now in the United States, said he 
had been asked by George D. Widener, president 
of Belmont Park, to try to arrange such a race 
for the New York track in October, but that John 
Ferguson, owner of Airborne, said he could not 
commit his colt to such a race this year. 

Ferguson did say, however, according to Lord 
Carnarvon, that he would be glad to have Air- 
borne meet Assault next year, either in England 
or America, after the running of the Ascot Gold 
Cup. It had been planned to fly the European 
horses to America if air facilities were available. 

Reports from Paris stated that the winner 
would have received $100,000, with $30,000 for 
second, and $20,000 for third.

England's Example for the World 


URING recent months a lot of coals have been 

heaped upon the head of England (England 
in this instance being a collective term for the 
English Thoroughbred breeding interests and 
authorities), and I suppose that I have been the 
hardest-working heaper. As a matter of fact, 
these embers have not caused the victim much 
discomfort, or even ruffled his dignity, since 
there are no nerve endings in the parts to which 
they were applied. But the slight sizzle and faint 
odor of seared epidermis have excited the pity and 
anger of a number of loyal Britishers expatri- 
ated to America and caused them to make no end 
of warm remarks about the persecution of the 
English Thoroughbred. 


Peculiarly, the American defenders of Eng- 
land’s Jersey Act (a misnomer, but still the best 
name we have for the policy which excludes most 
American race horses from the General Stud 
Book) have spent most of their time defending 
the English Thoroughbred and extolling his vir- 
tues. This has nothing to do with the case, but 
it serves very nicely as a red herring. 

In case anyone thinks that I have reservations 
about the worth of English bloodstock, I want to 
do a little extolling myself. I doubt whether there 
is a more enthusiastic or louder extoller of the 
English Thoroughbred anywhere in the world, 
even in England—because our English friends 
are not given either to loudness or bragging. 


According to The Estes, who is quite shameless 
in his addiction to the glittering generality, the 
English Thoroughbred is incomparably the best 
in the world insofar as the production of breeding 
stock is concerned. And I think I know why. At 
least, 1am very positive about it. Sometimes that 
works just as well as really knowing.

} pages is now going forward, at a great rate, 
a change in the thinking and philosophy of 
Thoroughbred breeding which roughly parallels 
the changes going forward in political thought. 
Though there are many hazards ahead, we are 
moving toward One Turf as well as toward One 
World. One phase of this development is a tre- 
mendous new interest, among the leaders of the 
Turf in different countries, in the exchange of 
horses and bloodlines.

and selling in whatever other directions were 
open. 

It has become apparent that in the future Thor- 
oughbreds are going to move in all directions. 


Hence the breeders in each country are scan- 
ning the racing and breeding news of other coun- 
tries, seeking to discover the best strains and in- 
dividuals available. 

In every country breeders are saying to them- 
selves, or to their agents, or to sales agencies, 
things like this: “I want a horse of the Congreve 
or Alan Breck line out of Argentina.” Or: “Go 
to the United States and get me something from 
the Fair Play, Ben Brush, or Domino line.” Or: 
“T want a son or grandson of Tourbillon.” Or: 
“We must have a horse by Hyperion.” 

This is all fine and healthy and normal, and 
quite in keeping with accepted standards of race 
horse breeding. It also provides the clue to the 
superiority of England in the production of breed- 
ing stock. For while the great majority of breed- 
ers in the other countries of the world run off in 
quest of horses of specified breeding, especially 
in tail-male (which is probably the least import- 
ant thing about a horse, excepting possibly the 
length of his tail), the leading breeders in Eng- 
land will follow an old prescription which has 
always brought results. 

This prescription is: Breed the very best mares 
to the very best horses. 

Unwritten, unrealized, this prescription never- 
theless has been applied generation after gener- 
ation in England far more completely than any- 
where else in the world, and the excellence of the 
British Thoroughbred is founded solidly upon it. 
(I do not mean to say that the best English race 
horses are necessarily better than the best of 
other countries, but only that they will “breed 
on” better, in proportion to their class, because 
their inheritance is more completely based upon 
good individuals.) 

As an instance of these generalizations, there 
is presented herewith the pedigree of Tudor Min- 


strel, unbeaten winner of four races this year 
and currently accepted as the outstanding 2-year- 
old in England. In France one might find sev- 
eral pedigrees like this; in America, by diligent 
searching, one might discover a few among the 
best horses of recent years, though I don’t recall 
one offhand. But in England such pedigrees are 
found in abundance among the best race horses 
of every year. 

The distinguishing mark of this type of pedi- 
gree is not in the bloodstrains (male lines and all 
that hokum), but in the class of the individuals, 
which I have taken the liberty to note in a sepa- 
rate pedigree in which there are no names. Tudor 
Minstrel is by a Derby winner out of a mare 
which as a 2-year-old was rated the best filly in 
the Free Handicap, and which, incidentally, had 
already produced two other top-class performers. 
The sire was by a horse which was the best of his 
year out of a mare which was the top 2-year-old 
filly in France and winner of the French One 
Thousand Guineas. The dam was by a Derby win- 
ner out of a mare (Lady Juror) which in 1922 
ranked with the best 3-year-olds of both sexes in 
England, and which incidentally, has an “Amer- 
ican stain.” Etce., ete. 

The point is that you have to forget about 
bloodlines to comprehend what English pedigrees 
are made of. 

Of all the countries in the world, I would guess 
that Italy and France would be able to come 
closest to duplicating the solid class of this pedi- 
gree and the scores of others like it in England. 
But probably neither could muster one-fifth as 
many such pedigrees, in proportion to total Thor- 
oughbred population. 

I do not mean to imply that it is necessarily 
better to import horses from England than from 
other countries. Dollar for dollar, one probably 
could spend his money more profitably elsewhere, 
because England keeps its best horses and other 
countries are more willing to sell their best, and 
the class of the individual is the most important 
consideration.

This unconventional version of the same pedigree, arranged in reverse order, shows how the class 
of the ancestors is directed toward the end point—the production of a top race horse. 


Neither do I mean to imply that English breed- 
ers have worked out a deliberate policy of breed- 
ing the way they do. They attribute the excel- 
lence of the English Thoroughbred to almost any- 
thing else they can think of, the climate, the 
grass, the bloodlines, the purity of pedigree, etc. 

As a matter of fact, English breeders have been 
the world’s most careful students of the guff and 
hokum of Thoroughbred breeding. They swallow- 
ed Bruce Lowe’s and Colonel Vuillier’s numero- 
logical abracadabra with extreme relish. One of 
their more recent pedigree experts has published 
a book which is complete double talk (I challenge 
anybody to find one sensible statement in it). It 
got favorable reviews and the book appears to be 
selling very well; at least, the author has been 
encouraged to write and publish other books. 

But this is all on the surface. Fundamentally 
the English pedigrees are the soundest in the 
world, because so many of them are founded on 
the soundest possible basis, the racing class, in 
each mating, of the parents. 


We Ought to Do Something 


HAT has confused the average Thoroughbred 

breeder’s ideas as to the merit of a pedigree 
is the fact that, as we tabulate it today, it con- 
tains nothing but names, and sometimes coat col- 
or and year of foaling. The repetition of names, 
and nothing else but names, has led to a vast out- 
put of twaddle about male lines, family numbers, 
nicks of bloodlines, and similar bilge. 

The format of the printed pedigree of the fu- 
ture will be different. It should contain, summar- 
ized and approximated, the following informa- 
tion regarding each ancestor: (a) racing class 
and (b) the racing class of his or her offspring. 


We should set up now a comprehensive re- 
search program charged with working out 
the best yardstick for measuring racing class 
and with making the arrangements for appli- 
cation of this yardstick on a broad scale. 


If such a yardstick is ever devised, it could be 
used not only by breeders but by owners and rac- 
ing officials as well, and it is not inconceivable 
(except possibly to racing secretaries) that rac- 
ing secretaries might find it very helpful in ap- 
praising horses and writing the conditions for 
races. At any rate, it would be worth millions 
of dollars to breeders. 


The sample set forth with these notes is a crude 
one, taking account only of the racing class of 
the individuals and not the racing class of their 
offspring, which is even more important. The 
terms used are only enough to suggest the class. 
What we need is a reduction of racing class, as 
nearly as possible, to a single figure, or to sym- 
bols to indicate non-starters or horses which did 
not race enough to reveal their class definitely. 

It is not possible, of course, to determine in ad- 
vance what kind of figures should be used. The 
research probably should attack the problem 
from two angles. 

(a) Possibly handicap figures can be assigned, 
on a weight basis, with the best horses around 
150 pounds and the worst around 50. 

(b) Possibly each crop of horses could be 
ranked in percentile groups, separated as to sex, 
with the best of each year scored at 100. In the 
upper groups a fine division could be made, so 
that it could be shown whether the individual be- 
longed in the top one per cent, or top 2 per cent, 
or top 5 per cent. As the ranking moved lower 
down the scale it would be necessary to use larger 
groups, since it would be quite impossible to de- 
cide whether Imperial Caesar Dead and Turned 
to Clay should be ranked at 41 or 42, whereas it 
should be easy enough to rank him in the 30-50 
group, which would be close enough because he 
isn’t going to amount to anything anyway. 

Once such a yardstick is devised, and made sim- 
ple enough to apply to thousands of horses, we 
shall have, among other things, a “sire list’? which 
will mean something, because we shall be able to 
show, for each sire, the distribution of his get ac- 
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cording to racing class, distance, ete. We shall 
also be able, as the mathematics of the thing are 
refined by geneticists and others, to weight each 
stallion’s record according to the merit of the 
mares to which he is bred. 

This may sound fancy, but it is not pipe-dream- 
ing. It is not only possible; it is urgent business. 
For out of it would come a new solidity and de- 
pendability for Thoroughbred breeding, which is 
now subject to dangerously violent booms and de- 
pressions, both reinforced by ignorance of the 
proper standards of judgment. 

If The Jockey Club has funds for such re- 
search, it probably would be the best organiza- 
tion to initiate such a program. If it does not, 
some other organization may wish to finance the 
research. If no organization is interested, we 
ought to form one especially for this purpose.

Alleged Fix Disclosed 


The suspension of three jockeys and a jockey 
valet on charges that they were involved in an at- 
tempt to fix a race at Tropical Park on April 17 
has been ordered by the Florida State Racing 
Commission. The commission announcement came 
on July 30, and a hearing was set for September 
17. 

Involved are Jockeys Robert Keane, 20, of Tor- 
onto; Leonard Loveridge, 24, of Tampa; and Vin- 
cenzio Nodarse, 27, of Havana. James Marcum, 
a valet, was said to be the go-between in the fix, 
which reportedly backfired when Keane double- 
crossed the others and brought in Old Mexico at 
$21.50 for $2. 

John Madala, of the Thoroughbred Racing Pro- 
tective Bureau, appeared before the commission 
and presented the details of the case. The jock- 
eys and the valet have been ordered to attend the 
meeting of September 17 to show cause why their 
licenses should not be revoked permanently.

Wednesday Afternoon—Early Report 


As THE BLoop-HoRSE was going to press, a re- 
port of the first few sales of the Wednesday 
afternoon session at Keeneland was received by 
telephone. The market appeared to be strong, 
and the first 15 head from Walter J. Salmon’s 
Mereworth Farm consignment averaged $14,260. 
The top individual was a chestnut colt by Whirl- 
away—Dark Loveliness, bought by Jay Paley for 
$50,000. 

Next highest price was $27,000, paid by Frank 
Frankel for a gray colt by Questionnaire—Ana- 
creon, a half-brother to Broadcloth. Four of the 
five Blue Larkspur fillies offered at Keeneland 
were in the Mereworth consignment. All bays, 
they sold as follows: out of Aristocracy, Brook- 
meade Stable, $18,000; out of Armature, Walter 
P. Chrysler, Jr., $15,000; out of Beginning, John 
H. Clark Horse Agency, $25,000; and out of Dou- 
ble Time, P. J. O’Neil, $24,000.

The Yearling Sales 
Keeneland 


EL HOLEMAN hung his cane over his shoul- 


der and hung his weight on the cane (a feat 
which the Tennessee philosopher must have mas- 
tered in India). Then he summed up the year- 
ling sales: 

“IT just saw a man take $450 out of his pocket 
and throw it away. He said he had to have room 
to put his pocket knife.” 

The man Mr. Holeman had seen was, of course, 
one of the startled consignors who had just sold 
his yearlings at the Keeneland Summer Sales un- 
der the auspices of the Breeders’ Sales Company, 
The breeders who had talked themselves into ex- 
pecting lower prices than they had received at 
last year’s record-making auctions were receiving 
fancy prices, not in keeping with their own or 
the sellers’ expectations, but quite in keeping with 
the inflation which had been let loose in America 
since the summer of 1945. 

During the four sessions which had been held 
before THE BLooD-HORSE went to press, those on 
the afternoons and evenings of July 29 and 30, a 
total of 207 yearlings had been sold for $2,142,500, 
average $10,350. This was 31 per cent higher 
than the $7,912 average for the comparable ses- 
sions of 1945. 

Record prices had been paid. Two fillies had 
been sold Monday night by the Combs family, 
each for $54,000. The highest previous price for 
a yearling filly, $50,500, had been paid by the late 
James Cox Brady for War Feathers, daughter of 
Man o’ War, at Saratoga in 1925. 

During the four sessions held before press time, 
117 colts had averaged $11,624, and 90 fillies had 
averaged $8,694. On the 1945 sale as a whole, 
colts averaged $8,574, and fillies $6,495. 

The average price at each of the first three ses- 
sions was definitely higher than in 1945. On 
“Hancock night,” usually a high point of the 
sales, the average unexpectedly turned downward. 
There was no presumption, however, that between 
the afternoon and the evening the market had 
suddenly weakened. The Hancock average pre- 
sumably could be explained by comparison of the 
catalogue and individual yearlings with last 
year’s.

The $54,000 fillies, both grays, were sold by 
members of the Combs family, which for several 
generations has been prominent in Kentucky 
breeding circles. J. S. Phipps, through J. P. 
(Sammy) Smith, bought one of the fillies, by 
*Blenheim II—La Chica, from Lucas B. Combs, 
agent, outbidding Frank Frankel, who wanted the 
yearling so badly that he several times came in 
with an extra $500 just as the hammer was about 
to fall. Mr. Phipps had been the underbidder on 
the other $54,000 filly, by War Admiral—Danise 
M., which Leslie Combs II bought from his 
Spendthrift Farm consignment for the account 
of the Maine Chance Farm.

Ensueno Moves 
Furlongs 


A Champion We Just Missed 


RIO DE JANEIRO, July 20 

N July 14, at Palermo, older of the two prin- 

cipal race-courses of Argentina, the Super 
Crack, as Argentine Turf writers call Ensueno, 
was again in action. This time he was to start 
in the very important Clasico Chacabuco, over a 
real staying distance, 3,000 meters (about 15 fur- 
longs). It would be his test concerning complete 
staying ability—and for me it would be the proof 
of his right to the title of Super Crack, a title 
the Argentines give to the champion over sprint- 
ing, middle, and long distances. His opponents 
would be Churrinche, Quibti, Camembert, and 
Cololé. The former two had been soundly beaten 
by Ensueno in the 2,500 meters of the Clasico 
Vicente Casares, two weeks ago, but Camembert, 
champion handicap horse over 3,000 meters, was 
considered by some as a good contender. The 
actual race, however, had only three starters, En- 
sueno, Churrinche, and Quibu, the same field as in 
the Vicente Casares. 

When the race began, Ensueno took the lead, 
in a fast pace, and soon was five lengths in front 
of Churrinche, while Quibt was last two lengths 
back. The two contenders tried to catch him and 
were together, one length back, in the great Bel- 
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grano turn, but in the stretch Ensueno increased 
again, with great ease, his advantage. His 
jockey, J. P. Artigas, then took the champion un- 
der restraint and thus Churrinche came to finish 
one length behind him, while Quibi was third 
and last several lengths back. Time, 3:08, a very 
good one, especially as the track was muddy, and 
the winner ran easily all the way, never being 
pressed. 


Now I am convinced Ensueno is a true cham- 
pion. He won from the best contenders over 
1,000 meters. Then he jumped to 1,600 meters 
(about one mile) and beat the best miler in train- 
ing, Aden. Then his owners, Upper Cut Stable, 
tried the 2,500 meters (Derby distance, in Argen- 
tina) against the former champion weight-for- 
age staying horse, Churrinche, and the new ris- 
ing star, Quibi. Ensuenfo beat them easily, in 
Argentine record time, over a muddy track. Then, 
over a longer route, the 3,000 meters, he again 
beat the same horses. 


Perhaps the 4,000 meters of the Clasico General 
Pueyrredon may give a chance for his opposition, 
especially Churrinche and the Seabra entry of 
Cantaro (the Uruguayan champion stayer) and 
Camembert. However, when one remembers the 
easy way he ran the 3,000 meters of the Chaca- 
buco, one begins wondering if there is any horse 
in Argentina to press Ensueno at any stage of 
any race. As you know, the Super Crack is a son 
of the now famous British Empire out of Sweet 
Katie, by Silurian. He has won 12 races from 
13 starts, was once second, earned 128,000 Argen- 
tine pesos. 


Charley Lund, now in Brazil with a group 
of good stakes horses going to North Amer- 
ica, said Ensueno was to be sold to your coun- 
try for 180,000 pesos. There was some diffi- 
cult detail concerning currency exchange 
which delayed the business. In the meantime, 
he won the mile race and then the Vicente

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Casares. Then, 200,000 pesos were offered 
for him and the sum was flatly refused. 


The previous day, July 13, at San Isidro, the 
Clasico Luiz Maria Campos, for 3-year-old fillies, 
over 1,500 meters, was offered, and once more— 
each previous juvenile fillies’ “clasico” has fur- 
nished a new leader—another queen appeared 
among Argentine juvenile fillies of 1946. The 
previous leader, Nina Bruja, was beaten a head 
by Miss Alesia, a daughter of Milon (a Congreve 
horse) out of Alesia, by Oquendo. Third was 
Telepago, and last Fortuna, the second to hold 
the leadership. Time, 1:3245. Miss Alesia is 
owned by Montiel Stable. Previously the fillies 
leadership was held by Pamara, Fortuna, Vision- 
aria, Blossom, Grillete (now aboard the “Great 
Falls Victory,” bound for North America), and 
Nina Bruja. Miss Alesia was coming from three 
victories in a row, the last of them over Nina 
Bruja in a common race, before Nina Bruja’s rise 
to leadership. However, things appear to indi- 
cate she is still not the true champion juvenile 
filly of 1946.

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was Comando, unbeaten son of Jolly Eyes, whose 
victories gave him the title of champion juvenile 
colt of this year. Absent were Farouche and Sir 
Coty, considered the best opponents he could have, 
both unbeaten. However, another starter was 
Combativo, a colt whose debut had been very 
good, for he had won by several lengths in good 
fashion. Comando was favorite. In the last 50 
meters Combativo took a one-half length advan- 
tage and won, while Crosley finished third and 
last four lengths back. The winner remained un- 
beaten, while Comando was a true good contender, 
despite the fact that he was beaten. 

Combativo, owned by the Brazilian owner J, 
Buarque de Macedo, won in 1:38%, muddy track, 
He is a son of Scarone (by Stayer) out of Cherie, 
by Schahriar. His victory over Comando is not 
an indication he is the better, but indicates, at 
least, that he is one of the four best juvenile colts, 
up to now, of this year in Uruguay. We must wait 
for his next race, which may be in the Uruguayan 
Polla de Potrillos, to be run in August, when all 
four may clash. 

The same day a good 2,500-meter handicap was 
won by the very good horse Latigo, under 132 
pounds, in 2:38%. Latigo gave weight, winning 
by one-half length from Cigarrona, while Pren- 
dase was third. He is a son of Caboclo out of La 
Paica, and ranks second only to Cantaro, among 
Uruguayan older horses. Cantaro and Chasquillo, 
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perhaps the third horse among weight-for-age 
contenders in Uruguay, are also by Caboclo. 


International ''Clasico" 


HILE international racing was going on well 

at Maronas, Uruguay, with an unbeaten ju- 
venile owned by a Brazilian stable winning a 
“elasico,” at Gavea another point was being 
scored for international competition in South 
America, when the very important Grande Premio 
Dezesseis de Julho, over 2,400 meters, for 4-year- 
olds, was offered. This race is considered one of 
the better trials for the Grande Premio Brasil, 
our greatest event, to be run on August 4. 

This year’s renewal had a formidable ante-post 
field. The withdrawal of the Derby winner Boni- 
tao took something from it, but Goyo was a 
starter—he is considered the champion Brazilian- 
bred 4-year-old colt, despite the fact that he was 
beaten by Bonitao a short head in the Derby. Also 
in the field were the crack Argentine horse Zorro, 
recently imported into Brazil by the Seabra Sta- 
ble, and considered one of the four or five best 
horses of his generation in Argentina, and Miron, 
champion Uruguayan colt in 1945 and champion 
all-age horse in his country with the smart vic- 
tory over Churrinche, Cantaro, and others in the 
José Pedro Ramirez of last January, at Maronas. 
Miron had been imported early this year. In Bra- 
zil he was once fifth, then won the imported 
Grande Premio Jockey Club, all these races at 
the Cidade Jardim track. 


Favorite was Miron, while Goyo was a good 
second choice. Early pacemaker was Enéas, in a 
fast pace, with Goyo second and Miron third. 
When the field began the backstretch, after the 
1,800-meter-pole, Goyo suffered interference and

good effort, and was gaining over Miron when 
Goyo, which was coming on the outside because 
it was impossible to find a better passage, chal- 
lenged strongly, under the expert handling of R. 
Freitas. The chestnut crack passed rapidly to 
the lead, won with something left by one length 
from Zorro, while Miron was third by a head 
from Longchamp, with Bacharel, Cerro Alto, 
Enéas, and Musicante in the last places. Goyo’s 
time was 2:2845, a very good one, for the course 
was not fast. 


Argentine Horses to U. S. 


HARLEY LUND shipped to North America, 
on the “Great Falls Victory,” the crack stakes 
winners Battant, Talon, and Plover, and the win- 
ners Lord Grillo and Mangonco, to mention the 
males. The filly Grillete, one of the six best ju- 
venile fillies of this year in Argentina, up to now, 
is also on the ship. Battant and Talon, both very 
good stakes horses over middle and long distances, 
will go to Louis B. Mayer. (Grillete and Lord 
Grillo were bought for Gustave Ring and A. S. 
Hewitt, whose *Respingo, an outstanding per- 
former, will soon make his North American 
debut.—ED.)

HE Atlantic City opening was a gala affair, 

as advertised, with a crowd conservatively es- 
timated at 25,000, who bet like imps out of the 
pit. It wasn’t like Monmouth, which barely got 
there, for except for landscaping and planting, it 
was a virtually complete plant, as far as the cus- 
tomers were concerned. 

New Jersey now has a complete summer cir- 
cuit of its own, and this latest addition is a very 
handsome one. Its chief peculiarity is that it has 
made unusual provision for the common or gar- 
den variety of horseplayer, and a little more of 
this may spoil the species entirely. Of course 
most tracks clear out a good space in front of 
the sellers windows, and keep the grandstand 
player duly advised on matters like odds and 
scratches and the: condition of the daily double. 
But this outfit at Atlantic City has put up bars, 
seafood bars, restaurants, terraces complete with 
fringed umbrellas, cocktail lounges, and similar 
spots for entertainment. This tourist naturally 
did not go in any of these bars, but a peek now 
and then indicated that the customers were in 
pretty comfortable surroundings. 

This is a very drastic step, and risky, too, for 
nobody knows what a horseplayer will do if he 
gets pleasant and luxurious surroundings. Maybe 
he will refuse to stand in line to lose his money, 
give him a shaded table and long glass. Atlantic

Assault seemed full of run at first, and going 
around the first turn he looked like running up 
on the heels of the horse ahead of him.

Possibly Lord 
Boswell shared this sentiment and hasn’t got over 
it, At any rate he sulked for 1% miles, in the 
one race where he could have taken the pot from 
Assault. 


The Horse Market 


ALKING through the lobby of the Lafayette 

Hotel is a bit like going through the pad- 
dock at Jamaica these days, and one wonders who 
is training the horses in New York—most of the 
trainers seem to be here. There is, to be sure, one 
owner who left his trainer behind, because the 
latter has a propensity for shedding large salty 
tears when the bidding approaches $30,000. This 
isa game guy. 

The situation more or less settles the argument 
that when the war was over the Eastern trainers 
wouldn’t go down to Lexington to buy yearlings. 
The notion here is that, even during the war, 
trainers didn’t travel to Kentucky to do favors 
for the breeders, but because they wanted racing 
stock. As long as the game is good and the purses 
are high, the competition for horses is going to 
stay keen, and trainers will perforce go anywhere 
top yearlings are sold. It’s not a matter of ac- 
commodation—just self-preservation. 

The sales paddock has been improved by the 
addition of air-conditioning, and a few other 
touches have been put in to give the buyers more 
comfort. More and more the Keeneland sale is 
being put on a permanent basis, and no one here 
—_ to envision any return to the Eastern mar- 
ets. 

The guess here is that this is better for breed- 
ets—not only those here, but those who will re- 
turn to the old grounds at Saratoga this year. 
If you remember the days when some 650 year- 
lings were sold at Saratoga, you will remember 
that it all got very tiresome in the third week, 
and that the sales tailed off a good deal. The 
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split into two sections seems to help both sales, 
by not throwing a glut of yearlings into the mar- 
ket at a single sale. 


NASHVILLE'S NEW FLAT COURSE 


ORK will begin about August 1 on a new flat 
racing course inside the steeplechase course 
at Perey Warner Park, Nashville, Tenn., scene 
of the annual Iroquois Memorial Steeplechase. 
The present flat course inside the 1%-mile 
steeplechase layout is five furlongs long and has 
a dip which makes the horses invisible to many 
of the spectators, and is followed by an uphill 
turn near the finish. The new track will be a 
hook-shaped graded turf course, starting at a 
point between the first and second jumps of the 
outside course and finishing in front of the 
judges’ stand on the main course. 


The improvements are being made by the Nash- 
ville park board. James G. Stahlman, chairman 
of the board, said the work is being done with the 
understanding that the Volunteer State Horse- 
man’s Association, which sponsors the day of 
amateur racing in connection with the Iroquois 
Memorial Steeplechase, will place more emphasis 
on racing over the flat. Heretofore only one flat 
race, the Truxton Purse, has been offered. Mr. 
Stahlman observed that the event on the flat had 
proved of such interest that he was recommending 
that mule and pony races be discarded in favor of 
contests for Thoroughbreds. Tentative plans 
also include increased purses.

Jersey Breakage Law Attacked 


Garden State Park, first race track to operate 
in New Jersey since the adoption of the present 
racing law, has applied to the State Supreme 
Court for a writ of certiorari to review the le- 
gality of a statute regulating the pari-mutuel 
breakage at Jersey tracks. According to the 
statute adopted this year, Garden State Park will 
pay a share of the breakage to the State when the 
daily mutuel handle exceeds $950,000, and will 
pay all the breakage to the State when the daily 
handle reaches $1,250,000. However, the new At- 
lantie City and Monmouth Park tracks are ex- 
empted from paying breakage to the State dur- 
ing their first two years of operation unless the 
average daily handle exceeds $1,000,000. 

The Garden State management asserts that the 
statute does not provide for equal taxation as pro- 
vided by the New Jersey constitution. 

Walter D. Van Riper, State attorney general, 
said he would contest the track’s efforts to have 
the supreme court review the law. “This is the 
first attempt of the race track interests to break 
down what is now the established policy of the 
State concerning race track taxing,” he said. “It 
will be resisted by this administration with all 
the power at its command.”

Far from being as conclusive as its $100,000 
purse might seem to warrant, the Hollywood Gold 
Cup may prove to have been just a prelude to the 
$50,000, 15g-mile Sunset Handicap at the Califor- 
nia track on August 3. Immediately after the 
Cup race, which saw Triplicate beating Historian 
by two necks, with Honeymoon in between, the 
track announced that the Astaire and Woolford 
horses probably would meet again in the Sunset 
to settle the question of supremacy, which was 
not answered in the Cup to everyone’s satisfac- 
tion. 

But regardless of the Sunset’s outcome, Tripli- 
eate came through in the Cup and showed again 
that on occasion he can be a very tough horse, as 
he had demonstrated in the 1%-mile San Juan 
Capistrano Handicap, in which he set a track 
record, and in the Santa Anita Handicap, in which 
he finished sixth after making up considerable 
ground in a very crowded field. 

Louis B. Mayer, who doesn’t hesitate to send 
fillies against older horses, had as his entry the 
capable Honeymoon and Be Faithful. The latter 
was used as pacemaker and Honeymoon followed, 
taking over when Be Faithful began to tire at 
the head of the stretch. Triplicate, meanwhile, 
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tSpeculum or Rosebery. Ruin or Tomahawk.

also raced well up, moved between horses on the 
turn and caught Honeymoon in midstretch, gained 
a neck advantage which he held to the end.

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as he was getting ready to overhaul the leaders, 
he was blocked momentarily and just failed to 
get up, finishing a neck behind Honeymoon. 

Triplicate’s rider, Jockey Basil James, who had 
flown to California from New York as a substi- 
tute for the suspended Job Jessop, cheerfully ad- 
mitted, “We had all the breaks.” Jockey Ovie 
Scurlock, who has ridden Historian during his 
rise to fame and fortune, asserted: “We had lots 
of bad luck. I had the best horse and should 
have won.” 

Dancer Fred Astaire, who operates a very small 
stable which he says has paid its way, soon will 
be able to go in for yacht racing if Triplicate con- 
tinues to win heavy purses. Astaire paid $6,000 
for the horse when the late Joseph E. Widener’s 
racing stable was dispersed. In 53 starts Tripli- 
cate has won seven races, finished second nine 
times, and third nine times, earned $159,425. 
Fairday, his dam, tried well as a yearling but 
was reserved for the stud by Mr. Widener.

Ever since Johnstown went under to Challedon 
and Sun Lover in the 1939 Classic, a melancholy 
superstition has been attached to the race. In 
1940 the jinx seemed to be riding again when 
Sirocco and Gallahadion finished ahead of Bime- 
lech, and in 1941 the unexpected seemed firmly a 
part of the race when Attention beat Whirlaway, 
the 1-to-5 favorite. 

One of the triumphant parties to Whirlaway’s 
overthrow was Max Hirsch, who saddled Atten- 
tion, and this same Max Hirsch was at hand this 
year to saddle Assault, the Triple Crown winner 
which seemed scheduled to win his seventh race 
and his sixth stakes victory of the year. 

To the crowd of 43,000 at the track, an upset 
was almost unthinkable, jinx or no jinx, and of 
the $360,178 bet on the race for a new Illinois 
record, $191,395 was on the King Ranch colt, fore- 
ing him down to 7-to-10. Strangely enough in 
view of his outstanding record, it was only the 
third time this season that Assault had been made 
favorite. In each of his other starts something 
else in the race (usually it was Lord Boswell) 
was picked to beat him. 

Lord Boswell again was among the opposition, 
and though his thrilling victory in the Dick Welles 
Handicap, after which he ran an added furlong 
in 1:49 to shade the track record, had regained 
some of his friends, for the Classic he was only a 
lukewarm second choice at $2.40 to $1. Those of 
the bystanders who were averse to backing odds- 
on choices and were sufficiently respectful of the 
apparent Classic jinx found their champion in 
The Dude, a $4,000 plater of a year ago which 
recently had begun to run like a startled ghost 
and within the month had turned in miles of 1:37 
and 1:3545. The others, judging from the odds 
board, were so many props. 

Athenia’s mile in 1:36 in the Cleopatra Stakes 
and The Dude’s brilliant accomplishments at eight 
furlongs made them the logical ball-carriers when 
the gate opened. The Headley filly was off fast- 
est, but Melvin Duhon, a recent arrival from 
River Downs, quickly got The Dude into high 
gear, sent him to the top. Athenia was second, 
Assault was third on the rail but was not hem- 
med in. At the first turn it was The Dude by 
two lengths; straightened out on the back side 
he streaked off to a six-length lead, but nobody 
got excited because he was expected to start back- 
ing up at any moment. 

On the far turn Assault started moving up, 
passed Athenia; Sgt. Spence and Mighty Story 
also went past her. In the stretch Assault’s fin- 
ish run was strangely missing, and instead of 
closing on The Dude, he fell victim to everything 
else in the race, including Lord Boswell, which 
seemed determined not to be hurried. Sgt. Spence,

Notes on How They Look 


BALTIMORE, July 24 


URING various peregrinations up and down 

the Eastern Seaboard in recent months the 
writer has been afforded opportunity to look over 
the many scattered Thoroughbred yearlings that 
will be on offer through the five nights of the 
Fasig-Tipton Company’s revived Saratoga sales. 
Yearlings have been inspected in Virginia, Mary- 
land, Pennsylvania, New Jersey, New York, Ken- 
tucky, and Massachusetts. I have found that, in 
the main, the colts and fillies to be sent up to the 
Spa are a well grown, sound group with a large 
number of very well bred yearlings that have 
every right to be expected to uphold the tradi- 
tion of good race horses and stakes winners com- 
ing out of the Saratoga Sales. 

The Fasig-Tipton Company is not in the favor- 
ed position of the Breeders’ Sales Company, in 
Kentucky, which, being co-operative and owned 
by the consignors, can arbitrarily limit the num- 
ber of horses a consignor can send up in such 
a manner that he is forced to cull his yearlings

closely, and always has the excellent fall market 
to fall back on. The consignors to the Eastern 
sales to a degree are amateurs, in the sense that 
their horse-breeding activities only fill in part of 
the owners’ operations. The yearlings they have 
to offer they want sold at one time and in one 
place. Hence there are generally plenty of bar- 
gains to be had at Saratoga as horses are sent 
up that can often be bought for less than their 
later proven value. 


New Jersey Consignments 


WO of the largest consignments being sent up 

to Saratoga are those of F. Wallis Armstrong, 
of Meadowview Farms, Moorestown, N. J., and 
W. H. LaBoyteaux, of Holmdel, N. J. Both of 
these gentlemen have sent many winners to the 
sales, particularly Mr. Armstrong, who has been 
a Saratoga consignor for a great many years 
and who has sold such as Case Ace, Cavalcade, 
Red Shoes, Knickerbocker, and Teddy Haslam in 
previous sales. 

As usual the Armstrong yearlings, which are 
in charge of the veteran Fred Parsons, are in 
excellent shape, and are a big, well grown lot as 
a whole. The *Easton yearlings are generally 
stout, robust horses, tractable and liked by the 
trainers. This year’s crop is much of this stamp 
throughout. The good old mare Warriar Lass has 
a smaller colt than the rest, which include broth- 
ers and sisters to a lot of good horses. The broth- 
er to the high-class colt Peace Harbor, out of 
*Alexandria, is bigger than the colt was last 
year, and does not have as exquisite a head, but 
there is more scope, and more horse to work on. 
The only other colts in the consignment of 13 are 
a burly, powerful one out of Reigning Lass, by 
Reigh Count, and a big stout horse out of Gran- 
heart, by Granville. The latter is a grand gal- 
loper in the field and looks a sure winner.

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*Easton’s daughters ought to make good brood- 
mares, and his fillies certainly can race. There 
are some attractive offerings here, and it is diffi- 
cult to pick any particular one from them, though 
perhaps the Ebony Eve would get the nod. She 
is deep, roomy, with hocks well let down. The 
Rash Hurry filly looks like taking time to get to 
her best, but is a filly of great scope and consid- 
erable “outcome.” The Come Again filly is tall, 
strongly made, and deep through the heart. The 
filly out of Sun Fritters is a very feminine, ma- 
tronly sort. 

The only thing in the consignment not by the 
home sire is a filly by Case Ace out of *Adine, a 
particularly speedy sort which will be found very 
attractive. 

Four of the offerings from W. H. LaBoyteaux’s 
Hop Creek Farm were raised by Mrs. C. W. Wil- 
liams in Maryland, and this well prepared group 
has been consolidated under Clarence Megill’s 
watchful eye at Holmdel, eight colts and four 
fillies going up to Saratoga for the sale. It is 
easy to pick the sires of the Hop Creek lot, with 
one exception, this being the colt by Whirlaway, 
out of Up the Hill, which takes after the rugged 
type of the *Jacopos, and looks a great deal like 
his good staying dam, which won the Ladies’ 
Handicap at 1% miles, among other races. This 
colt, the only son of his sire to be sold in the 
East this year, is a high-class horse, with a good 
front, deep, strong body, and good legs and feet, 
with the hocks right down to the ground. 

There is another Whirlaway in the consign- 
ment, a finely turned, feminine daughter of the 
good race mare Imperatrice, which looks quick 
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and racy. She is not tall, but stands over a lot 
of ground. 

The get of the home sires ,JJack High, Teddy 
Weed, and *Piping Rock are easily noted. Jack 
High gets smart, stylish, clean limbed, lengthy 
horses such as the colt out of *Blanditia, as a gen- 
eral rule. This one is the old horse all over. Of 
similar type, though smaller, is the alert, smart 
filly out of Carickmacross. The filly out of Swing- 
ing By is rather deeper in the body and is a roomy 
sort and a good walker. The colt out of *Vale 
Vale is very flashy, having four white legs and 
a wide blaze, together with a good sort of chest- 
nut color. He will attract plenty of attention. 

The get of the young sire Teddy Weed, whose 
stock are racing well, are, as a rule tall, stylish, 
and on the leg. This describes the very smart, 
showy colt out of Gold Witch, which makes a 
very good impression as he moves. The *Sonina 
colt is big, lightly made, and rangy. These are 
all the Teddy Weeds to be sold. 

*Piping Rock, whose first and only foal to race 
is the stakes winner Pipette, gets strong, burly 
horses of commanding appearance like the big 
colt out of Flico, that has great scope and sub- 
stance. The colt out of La Traviata is a good 
solid sort, with excellent feet, and the look of a 
runner about him. Spanked’s colt by *Piping 
Rock is an attractive sort also.

These 
are by the well bred, but unraced sires *East Side 
II and *Brides, four by the former, one by the 
latter. I liked best the well balanced, true-moving 
son of *East Side II and *Tomorrow II, by *Eas- 
ton. Like the sires, the dams of this group were 
refugees from France, brought over during the 
war and not raced. The *Aquacade II colt is a 
stout, plain, solid one that will improve with age. 
The *Cambria colt is smart, quick in the paddock, 
and looks like coming to hand soon. The colts by 
*Brides—*Giuditta and *East Side II—*Erie II 
are tall, lightly made individuals that suggest 
distance and slow development to maturity. This 
group combines the best blood of England, France, 
Germany, and Italy. 

On a horse show judging trip time was taken 
out for a quick look at the sole representative of 
the State of Massachusetts on offer, this being 
one of three of the get of the good young sire 
Easy Mon to be sent up to Saratoga. A daughter 
of Lady Reatha, dam of two winners, this is a 
well grown, nicely balanced filly that looks quick 
and ready for early racing. She is consigned by 
the well known show-ring judge Bayard Tucker- 
man, Jr., who is also a member of the Massachu- 
setts Racing Commission.

These are a smoothly turn- 
ed, well balanced son of *Quatre Bras II and 
Trudeyn, by Prince of Wales, and a chestnut colt 
by the prolific sire of winners “Strolling Player 
out of Maetake, winner of 11 races. This is a colt 
with plenty of “outcome,” a nice galloper which 
ought to make a useful horse. 

Another group that is being sent up from 
Maryland to the sales is that from Country Life 
Farm, at Bel Air, where Manager John Pons 
handles affairs for his sire, Adolphe. Three of 
this lot are the property of Breckinridge Long, 
two of John Pons and Partners, one of Mrs. John 
W. Hanes, of Connecticut. Of the Long group 
there is a most attractive, trim filly by Economic 
from the fine old producer Shanette, whose eight 
foals have won 65 races. Having plenty of qual- 
ity, standing over a lot of ground, this half-sister 
to Equipet looks ready to go soon and fast. There 
are two colts, a toppy, stylish, medium-sized son 
of King Cole and the brilliant mare Nasca, a very 
racy sort and one to come to hand early, and a 
grand, strong, rugged son of Economic and the 
stakes winner Equipet, by Equipoise. This one 
will take time, but he’s all horse. 

To dissolve the partnership between Johnny 
Pons and J. M. Roebling the big, strong colt by 
Case Ace out of Lady Glory will be offered, and 
for the same reason the small, quick, racy filly 
by speedy Airflame out of Violet Reigh, by Reigh 
Count, owned by Pons and Capt. Ewart Johnson, 
will be offered. All of this group are eligible to 
Maryland-bred races, as they were bred at Coun- 
try Life. The last of the Pons group is Mrs. 
Hanes’ big, rugged Milkman colt out of Nit Wit 
that will furnish into a powerful horse in time. 
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He’s a slow, easy-going colt now, but can turn 
on in the paddock. 


Genesee Horses and Others 


GROUP of yearlings bred in New York 

State, in the great limestone area of the 
Genesee Valley, will be shipped across to Sara- 
toga this year. There are eight in the lot, all 
from members of the long famous Genesee Valley 
Breeders’ Association. The yearlings were in- 
spected early in the summer and were a fine- 
looking lot, well grown and developed. Mrs. Carl 
Eksten’s Sailor King colt is well balanced, smart, 
and much like his handsome sire in appearance. 
This Jeffords-bred stallion has thrice won the 
stallion class at the Avon Show. 

Leon Hadcock has two well finished colts, a 
big, well balanced, good-moving son of *Tourist II 
and Lady Olambala, a sister to the stakes winner 
African, and one by the very popular sire in the 
Valley, Omaha, whose get are racing well just 
now, out of Otay Amazon, by Son o’ Battle, that 
is as well grown as his stablemate. 

J. Leo Light has a nicely turned filly by Moun- 
tain Elk out of Nimble Wit, by the good ’chaser 
sire *Coq Gaulois. Fred L. King’s daughter of 
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the powerful Omaha and Sun Alberta, by *Sun 
Briar, is a handsome filly, with the looks of her 
maternal ancestry. John Steele, secretary of the 
G. V. B. A., is consigning a brother to a winner 
in the tall, rangy, stylish colt by *Tourist II out 
of *My Princess, by My Prince, a colt that ought 
to interest the ’chasing fraternity on his blood 
alone. John Murphy’s Wicked Princess colt is 
by the handsome Royal Guard, by *Light Brigade, 
long a prominent Valley sire, and shows the stamp 
of the *Light Brigades. Al Perryman’s Which 
Mate colt, a good-moving, stout sort, is out of 
Pathetic, dam of the winner Pathos. Ralph Shep- 
hard has a grand big colt by this same sire, out 
of Ethne, by *Lough Foyle. These pedigrees may 
not be familiar to racing men, but the cross- 
country fraternity knows them well. 

A visit was made recently to Hanover, Pa., to 
see the three yearlings that C. R. Allen, Jr., will 
take to Saratoga for his first venture in the Thor- 
oughbred sales field. Though but a youngster, 
Allen has made a fine job of fitting his entries, 
which are as well turned out as one will find any- 
where. The one colt is a great strapping sort, 
of considerable length and scope, that is the first 
foal of Kansas, a good *Sun Briar horse which 
died last fall. Dam of this colt is the winner and

The chestnut 
filly by Charing Cross out of Pretty Pal is a 
strong-quartered, blocky, fast miss which will be 
an early-maturing one. This filly stands well on 
excellent legs and feet and is exceedingly quick 
on the draw. The Charing Cross—Deloraine filly 
is fine, tall, light, and racy. 

Wayne Johnson’s Churn Creek Farms, at Wor- 
ton, Md., will have four to offer this season. The 
filly by Pompey out of *Alicia W., by Salmon 
Trout, is a half-sister to Forty Winks; she is 
tall, light, and reminiscent of her sire. The Tin- 
tagel filly out of Coconini, by *Sun Briar, is a nice 
sort that looks like coming to hand early. She is 
well muscled and speedy-looking. The colt by 
Stagehand out of Tige’s Echo, by Equipoise, is 
a strongly made, well balanced sort with plenty 
of bone and substance. He will need time to come 
to his best, it appears. Owned in partnership with 
M. Russell Dock is the sturdy, rugged colt by 
Lucky Omen out of Chatelet, a good producer. 

On a recent trip to the Blue Grass area an op- 
portunity was afforded to see a few of the year- 
lings coming to Saratoga from Kentucky. In- 
spection of the well bred group of yearlings that 
Henry Knight is sending up from Almahurst had 
to await our next visit, but we are reliably in- 
formed that they stack up in every way with 
the fine consignments that Marvin Childs annual- 
ly took to the sales from the farm. 


Other Saratoga Yearlings 


Almahurst Farm (Henry H. Knight) 


One of the central Kentucky establishments 
which could be called a “horseman’s” farm from 
top to bottom is Henry H. Knight’s Almahurst 
Farm, in Jessamine County about a dozen miles 
outside Lexington. The owner is as familiar to 
American horsemen as the eighth-pole, and is as 
deep in the business as an optimist can get, which 
is something over 18 hands. His chief aide is 
Marvin Childs, who started years ago on the har- 
ness Turf, one of the best possible schools of 
horsemanship, and has forgotten none of the fun- 
damentals. 

All this background is reflected in the crop of 
yearlings which Almahurst is consigning to the 
Fasig-Tipton sales at Saratoga this year. Five 
or six of the consignment were bought for re- 
sale, and the remainder were bred and raised 
there. 

When THE BLoop-HorsE representative look- 
ed over the crop, 24 of the consignment were on 
hand; two others were at Joseph Knight’s farm, 
nearby, and the other three had not yet been 
moved from another establishment. The entire 
group includes 20 colts and nine fillies by a di- 
versity of sires: Grand Slam, Stagehand, *Phara- 
mond II, Easy Mon, Blue Larkspur, Menow, Val- 
dina Orphan, Gallahadion, Teddy’s Comet, *Ja- 
copo, *Cohort, Petrose, and Ladysman. 

Grand Slam, one of the home sires, is represent- 
ed by four colts. The chestnut out of the stakes 
winner Well Rewarded has a sloping shoulder, 
high croup and withers, a short back, and a gen- 
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eral air of quality. (Mr. Childs says he is the 
“runningest damn colt I’ve ever seen.’”?) The bay 
out of Roguish Girl is very smoothly assembled, 
walks well, stands well collected. The dark bay 
or brown out of *Mindrum Maid is a first foal of 
excellent quality. He has a good eye, short can- 
nons, muscular hindquarters, a good shoulder, and 
excellent depth through the girth. The brown 
from the stakes-winning Forever Yours will at- 
tract notice. His balance is good, his shoulder 
sloping. Through the chest and loins he is strong- 
ly made, his gaskins are powerful, he stands well 
behind. 

It may be noted here that in general the entire 
lot has good feet, is very well mannered and ac- 
customed to handling, comes up to the sale in 
good condition. 

The two by *Cohort are a colt and a filly. The 
latter is a brown out of Showy Lady. She is big 
but lithe, has an alert bearing, a good hind leg, 
looks like an early winner. The bay colt out of 
Tokahnan has been nicknamed “Ike,” for General 
Eisenhower, by his groom. He is big, has a nice, 
swinging walk, is excellently muscled all over, and 
especially in the gaskin and in the forearm. 

Norado has a bay colt by *Jacopo. He is a well 
made animal of strong constitution, good depth 
of body. 

Three fillies and a colt make up the lot by 
*Pharamond II. The filly from Sweepus has long 
thigh and gaskin muscles, with hocks placed to 
furnish maximum drive. Grey Shot’s filly has 
straight hind legs, hocks and hindquarters for a 
quick getaway, good forearm and shoulder. The 
Valdina Girl filly is feminine in appearance, with 
an air of sharpness. She has a roomy, sturdy 
body, excellent shoulders and forearms, ample 
muscle behind. Galagay’s bay colt will be marked 
high on many scorecards. He is quite well bal- 
anced, has a long neck, good back, is strong all 
over, looks like a winner with plenty of mileage 
in his makeup. 

The Stagehands, two fillies and a colt, should 
average well. The bay colt out of Goose Cry, dam 
of Tweet’s Boy, is said by Mr. Knight to be the 
best he has seen by this sire. He is a well made, 
smooth individual with prominent withers, and 
good muscles behind. A bay filly from Sable 
Lady is small, rates plus in quality, walks well, 
and is particularly attractive about the head, 
which is alert and intelligent. Her body is deep, 
her hocks set low, and she is amply muscled. 
Almawyn’s brown filly is quick and well poised, 
has a straight hind leg, good depth of girth, a 
strong rear assembly. 

The lone Teddy’s Comet colt, out of Jane Kemp, 
has a sloping shoulder, a good depth of body, well 
defined muscles fore and aft. 

Easy Mon’s colts are likely to sell well. The 
dark grey from Royal Edict has a quick, free 
walk, a wide-angled shoulder, particularly good 
gaskin and forearm muscles. He is scarred on 
the left hind leg from one of the accidents in- 
evitable to yearlings, but competent horsemen 
attach no importance to this. Arimar’s bay colt 
is similarly well made, seems especially well en- 
dowed in the hind quarters. 

Gallahadion has bay colts from Hollyhock and 
Topsy. The former is a big, well made, sturdy 
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individual with an intimation of early speed; the 
latter is not so big, is extra good through the 
withers, and looks useful. 

The bay filly by Menow—Rieta is quick and 
compact, has a smart head, a smooth finish. 

The Blue Larkspur colts are a bay from *Rival- 
ry and a brown from Miss Blenheim. The first 
is a quick individual with good shoulder and arm 
construction, long gaskin muscles. Miss Blen- 
heim’s son has a smart walk, seems likely to 
grow into an impressive-looking horse. He is 
uniformly molded, with ample muscles front and 
rear. 

Valdina Orphan’s two are a chestnut filly from 
Vampirine and a bay filly from Blue Su, a Blue 
Larkspur mare. The latter is a small, feminine 
type, but made sturdily, with a good shoulder 
and a straight hind leg. The Vampirine filly is 
well put together, without any particularly dis- 
tinguishing features except an air of competence 
and ability which seem to rate her above average.

There Are Not 
Horses 


And Prices Are High 


LONDON, July 21 
WO sets of conditions, possibly not unrelated, 
have come under notice during the past week. 
The first is that, in spite of reasonably good go- 
ing, fields everywhere are wretchedly small; the 
other is the continued and _ still unarrested 
strength of the yearling market, demonstrated by 
the return for the Second July sale at Newmarket. 
We have been having fields of two, three, four, 
and five runners, not only at the little meetings 
but at Newmarket and Ascot. The Stewards, in 
their anxiety to give the public the racing they 
cried out for, and owners fuller opportunities to 
race their horses, seem to have overdone things in 
the matter of granting fixtures. In other words, 
there are not enough horses to go round. 
To what extent this state of affairs is related 
to high prices paid at the recent sales, I cannot 
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say. 
those of last year, and roughly are three or four 


Averages are up by nearly one-third on 


times pre-war. It is interesting, in passing, that 
values or prices have become so meaningless that 
the high prices paid at the sale attracted no men- 
tion in any of the racing writers’ descriptions of 
the sale—or, at any rate, in any of those I came 
across. 

In case you should receive the impression that 
I am referring to the latest aggregates and totals 
as representing existing values for yearlings of 
the highest class, let me disillusion you straight- 
away. The majority of the yearlings sold were 
no more than good, reasonably well bred young- 
sters. There were no Hyperions, no Fairways. 
The top price of the sale, 7,200 guineas (about 
$30,500), was for a gray colt by the Irish sire 
Windsor Slipper, a very good sire indeed, but an 
inconsiderable sire so far as his stock in this 
country is concerned. 

The sire of the occasion seemed to be Signal 
Light (1936), who is standing at a modest fee 
in Ireland. He is a son of Pharos and Ensoleillée, 
by Sunstar out of Laughter, by Pommern out of 
Jest, winner of the One Thousand Guineas and 
Oaks. He was a nice sort of race horse, but won 
only one good race. This was the Craven Stakes 
of a mile, in which one of his victims, incidentally, 
was *Heliopolis. He is doing extremely well at 
stud, and is the sire of 15 individual winners in

Other sires whose yearlings—all or some—did 
well at the sale included Casanova (by Hyperion), 
Coup de Lyon (Winalot), Donatello II (*Blen- 
heim II), Epigram (Son-in-Law), Felstead 
(Spion Kop), Mieuxcé, (Massine), Orthodox (Hy- 
perion), and also the sprinters, Panorama and 
Gold Bridge. 

The sales, which were held before and after 
racing, attracted a fair crowd. A few lots, here 
and there, were bought for export, but in this re- 
spect the sale generally will only interest you in 
its possible bearing on the prices which may be 
anticipated for fillies, mares, horses in training, 
and stallions later in the year.

former glory, was run at Ascot on Friday. As- 
cot was chosen for the race because its proper 
home, Sandown Park, is not yet available.

I think 
it will be Airborne, especially as he seems to stay 
so well, but it may be a close thing between them. 
Gulf Stream, unbeaten at two years, was placed 
at the top of the Free Handicap and it is still 
open to question whether he had recovered his 
form when he ran at Epsom. You know his pedi- 
gree: Hyperion—Tide-way, by Fairway out of 
Drift, by Swynford. 

The only one who might have beaten him, apart 
from Airborne, was Lord Astor’s Aldis Lamp. I 
do not personally think he would have seen the 
way that Gulf Stream went, but, anyhow, his 
trainer declared him two minutes too late and he 
could not run. Khaled, by the way, has now been 
taken out of all his engagements.

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There was the oft-repeated cry, as he passed 
the post, of “There goes the Derby winner,” and 
he will presumably be made the winter favourite 
for next year’s classic. It is possible that he is 
all that good, but I prefer to reserve my opinion 
on that point; I am by no means satisfied that he 
will stay. 

Unfortunately, we are not to see him again 
this season. His trainer, Fred Darling, is recov- 
ering from an illness in Switzerland, and the sta- 
ble is being managed by his brother, Sam. Sam 
has no doubt consulted his brother as well as the 
owner and the decision seems to be to leave well 
alone. It will keep the boys guessing, anyway, 
through the long, breadless, coalless winter even- 
ings.

though bearing in during the drive after bumping 
with Assault and Mighty Story, cut The Dude’s 
margin to 1% lengths. Mighty Story, running 
fastest of all in the stretch, was third by 2% 
lengths. Then came Athenia, Lord Boswell, As- 
sault. 

There was of course a great buzz of conversa- 
tion afterwards. Among the most quotable re- 
marks: Melvin Duhon—‘“This is the best horse I 
ever rode! And he’ll beat the same field every day 
in the week.” Jockey Johnny Adams who rode 
Lord Boswell—“The horse simply refused to ex- 
tend himself.” Jockey Warren Mehrtens, of As- 
sault—“We got into slight trouble on the first 
turn and again on the stretch turn. After that, 
Assault pinned his ears and refused to run.” 

During Assault’s progress through the 3-year- 
old division this year many observers pointed to 
the time of his races, such as 2:0645 for the 
1%4-mile Dwyer on a fast track, and predicted 
that he might be defeated if he ever hooked up 
with a lot of early speed. This appeared to be 
borne out in the Classic, when The Dude and 
Athenia, both very fast, went off at a pace which 
led to The Dude’s stealing a six-length lead, but 
an analysis of the fractional times—:25, :49%, 
1:12%, 1:3645, 2:02%;—does not substantiate 
this theory, as it really was a slow early pace. In 
the Arlington Handicap of a week earlier, His- 
torian, which can hardly be considered as the 
equal of Assault, set a new track record of 
2:01 for 1% miles, the Classic distance, with frac- 
tional times of :23%, :4645, 1:11, 1:35%. 

Trainer Hirsch told THE BLoop-HorseE that 
when Assault returned to his barn he was walk- 
ing unnaturally, “as if his hindquarters were 
almost paralyzed.” The colt appeared in severe 
pain about 20 minutes, and that night he sweated 
profusely in the area around the genitals. Ob- 
viously something was wrong, and obviously 
something had been wrong with him during the 
race, but no one knew precisely what it was. The 
Triple Crown winner appeared all right the next 
day, and by Tuesday morning of this week he had 
arrived at Saratoga. 


But even before the race was run, several 
voices had spoken in favor of The Dude. One be- 
longed to Teddy Cox, of the Daily Racing Form, 
who said: “Possibly I’m teched in the noggin. But 
I’ll be darned if I don’t think The Dude has a 
splendid chance.”

He first showed 
class in finishing second to Little Nip in the Haw- 
thorne Juvenile Handicap, beating Lookout Dice, 
then he won the John A. Brown Memorial Handi- 
cap at Sportsman’s Park in October, beating Cid 
Play and Pomp’s Gal. In 20 starts he has won 11 
races, finished second three times, and third three 
times, earned $99,220.

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Maryland Investigates Ringer 


At the direction of Chairman George P. Ma- 
honey, the Maryland Racing Commission is in- 
vestigating the alleged ringing in of a horse 
named Don’t Delay for an inferior animal named 
All Flo. The investigation started in the first 
race at Bel Air on July 24, when the alleged Don’t 
Delay was en route to the post. The horse was 
withdrawn from the race. 

According to Mahoney, Don’t Delay and All 
Flo greatly resemble each other, but the former 
is a better race horse. The belief is that the sub- 
stitution was made after Don’t Delay was claimed 
for $2,000 at Havre de Grace in the spring. All 
Flo, which Mahoney says hasn’t started this year, 
normally runs in $1,000 claiming races. Don’t 
Delay, under his new name, was shipped to Bel 
Air from Charles Town, W. Va., after winning 
one race and placing third in four starts. 

The horse running as All Flo was placed under 
police guard and efforts were made to have the 
real All Flo vanned to the Bel Air track from a 
farm in Pennsylvania, where it has been turned 
out. William F. Mink, of Wilmington, Del., was 
arrested in connection with the alleged substitu- 
tion and released on $1,500 cash bail.

Maryland Commission Loses Decision 


The Maryland Court of Appeals on July 24 up- 
held two lower court decisions which had declared 
unconstitutional a Maryland Racing Commission 
rule that the presence of a stimulant in the saliva 
or urine of a race horse was conclusive proof of 
negligence or guilt on the part of a trainer. The 
suit was brought by W. L. Brann and S. W. 
Labrot, owners, and their trainers, Clay Sutphin 
and E. A. Christmas. 

The court also upheld a lower court ruling re- 
quiring the commission to grant a trainer’s li- 
cense to J. Dallet Byers, who like the others had 
been declared guilty of stimulation or negligence 
by the commission last winter.

A Lightweight Beats the Favorite 


MELBOURNE, July 15 

TARTING at 20 to 1 after 100 to 1 had been 
offered vainly a month before the race, High 
Flash, son of imported Marconigram (by Abbot’s 
Trace), came from last at the seven furlongs to 
defeat the hot favorite, Tente (by Devonshire), 
in a thrilling finish for the Grand National Stee- 
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plechase of three miles and a furlong over 25 
fences at Flemington on Saturday, July 13. 

As Solvent, the favorite, had won the G. N. 
Hurdle a week earlier and Tente started at 3 to 
1 for the G. N. Steeplechase, it looked as if the 
doubles bookmakers were up for a £100,000 pay- 
out when Tente led into the long straight—it is 
almost two and a half furlongs—with a lead of 
five lengths over High Flash and Quixotie (by 
David). Tente with his 163 pounds struggled on 
gamely enough, but the last furlong was his un- 
doing. 

High Flash, with only 1380 pounds, beat him by 
a length, with last year’s winner, Quixotic, a 
moderate third. Solvent (by The Buzzard) was 
expected to run in the G. N. Steeple as well and 
although the bookmakers offered the owners, two 
sisters, big inducements at long odds to start him, 
they decided to wait for the Australian Hurdle 
at Caulfield next month.

our best fencers and is a perfect jumper with a 
lot of pace but his days are numbered, as he will 
be 11 years of age on August 1. They can’t go 
on forever no matter how good their legs or 
how big their hearts. The up-and-coming fencer 
here is a real dasher in Lashio, a 5-year-old 
grandson of the mighty Heroic (son of Valais), 

Lashio won at his first start over the big 
fences at Flemington on July 6 and was backed 
heavily for the G. N. Steeple only to be the victim 
of indifferent riding, causing him to fall early in 
the race. It was no fault of his, and next year 
Lashio, a bold-going chestnut, capable of winning 
a good handicap on the flat, might be “anything” 
among our fencers. 

As a 3-year-old he ran third in the St. Leger 
in Adelaide to Rainbird, winner of the last Mel- 
bourne Cup. 

This will, I am sure, appeal to T. W. Durant, 
out in Beverly Hills, as he was keen on getting 
Winterset to the States, but that project has had 
to be abandoned. Old Winterset (by Son o’ Mine) 
does not look like racing again. 


Bing's Big One Got Away 


(by Foxbridge) has become out- 
right favorite for the Melbourne Cup to be 
run at Flemington in November. This is the 
colt which was sold for 3,000 guineas to Bing 
Crosby at the New Zealand sales and passed back, 
because of lack of shipping space to three broth- 
ers named Bowler. Barwon is favorite also for 
the A. J. C. and Victoria Derbies. 

Bernborough (by Emborough, and the best 
horse in Australia today) remains favorite for 
the Caulfield Cup (1% miles, run October 19) 
but is easing a lot in the Melbourne Cup betting. 


You can back horses for a lot of money in Mel- 
bourne. Over the Grand National double one 
bookmaker laid the winning bracket of Solvent 
and High Flash for £34,000 and yet won on the 
race. 


Ossie Porter, who now owns 25 horses, yester- 
day paid 6,000 guineas for Black Law, a Queens- 
land 3-year-old by Mr. Standfast, which was first 
at the stud in New Zealand but later was se- 
cured for Australia. Black Law is being trained 
for the Caulfield Cup.

New conditions for the National Stallion Stakes 
to be run during the 1948 spring meeting at Bel- 
mont Park provide for two divisions, one for 
colts and one for fillies.
